This newspaper is one insignificant part of what we call 
the American free press. A free press is one of three links in 
the circle of democratic government. 


A free press depends on a strong and free democracy. 

A strong democracy depends on active and _ intelligent 
Participation of its citizens on all levels of public responsibility. 

Active and intelligent participation by the citizens depends 
on knowledge and communication, and, as we have said before, 
communication is a newspaper's business. 


if bulletin boards wil! help, we'll gladly consider them 
part of our business. We would be happy to erect them 
at our expense if the city is willing. 

A bulletin board can convey such facts as when a meeting 
is to be held. With its limitations of space and time, however, 
it can offer nothing of the background of an issue. | 

A newspaper, on the other hand, is nothing more. nor less 
than an individual bulletin. board — not so limited: in space 
and time—that thousands .of persons elect to have delivered 
to their homes. 

The staff of this newspaper devotes each week to gathering 
and reporting as full and truthfully as is humanly possible 
all the news of interest to the citizens of Menlo Park. That 
much time and effort no one could.afford to spend on a bulletin 
board even if the board offered: the necessary space. 


Tate suggests that a bulletin board at the depot would 
help inform the city’s many commuters who: read: San: Fran- 
cisco newspapers riding to and from the city and who ‘have 
no desire to take the Menlo Park Recorder or the Palo Alto 
Times.’
